Nov, let us see what grounds exist 
for the belief, thrice asseverated, on 
this subject, on the part of our contem- 
porary. An inspection of the correspon- 
dence between Colonel Mosby and the 
Colonial authorities clearly shows that, 
Colonel Moaby’s right to certify invoices 
of. opium shipments from. Macao was 
distinotly called in question, The specific 
complaint, it is trae, could not be put in 
a stronger light: than: that’ those . ship- 
ments had “seriously compromised the 
revenues of Hongkong,” and that on this 
‘ground their cessation was requested. 
Colonel Mosby was also asked to exhibit 
these invoices, and the question was put 
to him whether he intended ‘to sign any 
more. His answer’ was that, as it was 
both bis right and his duty to certify. to 
these shipments, he would cortainly con- 
tinne ‘to do. so; and labouring under a 


feeling of annoyance in which he was not 


a little justified, he declined to exhibit 
the invoices asked for—not so much on 
the ground of there -being avy positive 
law against such action (for thero is 
none), as that the archives are sacred

For tho last two or three years the hy- 
drant supply has been #¢ precarious that 
even for supplying the boilers they are 
seldom resorted to until every other source 
has failed. By giving previous notice to 
the turncock a good supply may be obtained 
from the street plugs in certain parts of 
the town, but in this case the delay. is so

By the plan of inter-connected tanks now

I think the evil might be somewhat lessened 
in course of time. by declining to re-grant 
permits to these new atructures: this would 
be tantamount to calling back former 
permits issued to-the old ones. 

Tho Attorney’ General remarka that in 
all equity parties suffaring fr m tho fire 
should be restored as far as possible to 
their former position, which opinion would 
naturally meet on genéral grounds with 
everybody's concurrenes, but on the: other 
hand {t should also be weighed whetber on 
the ground of public expediency and look- 
ing to the exhausted condition of the 
public hydrants the Government might not 
properly avail itseif of the opportunity to 
assist the letter by declining. to renew the 
perinits. “It is probable that if we had had 
water enough on Christmas night the fire 
would not have spread as it did. 

But of course the remedy for all this is 
more water from fresh’ sources,
